of condug to our fubjects in all the objects therein 
comprehended or mentioned—-and that conformadly 
to this exclufive law, juftice fhall be fought, ren- 
dered, and all rights defended in all cafes which 
may occir after the faid firlt day of January next. 

‘* In confequence whereof, we do hereby annul, 
abrogate, repeal, and fupprefs all laws whether 
foreign or domeftic, that might have fubfifted till 
the prefent time in any of our dominions which may 
have relation to any of the fubjects containcd in the 
firft part of this code, and forbid their being cited 
in any manner or in any cafe that may happen in 
future, We, at the fame time, advertife our Jud- 
ges and fubjects to conform ftrictly to the true 


_ and general fenfe of the terms of this law, and 


not to decline or fwerve under any pretext imagin- 
able from the principles which this law ordains, fa- 
ving only in a cafe which may not happen to be de- 


» cided upon in this land, or in a doubt ariling from 


the fenfe of it, when it is permitted to‘ the Judge 
to afk our definition by the channel of his fuperior 
magi(trate.”?

HIGH COURT OF JUSTICIARY. 
Lorp Apvocate ‘againff Cuarues and James 
Jamisson,avd Evpnam Granam, 

Yefterday morning, came on before the High 
Court of Julticiary, the. teial of Charles and James 
Jamiefon, and of Eupham Graham, their reputed 
mother, indicted at the inflance of his Majelty’s 
Advocate for the crime of felonioufly and thefruoule 
ly abftraéting the north mail, early on the morning 
of ‘Thurfday the 14th of September laft, from, the 
back yard of Duncan Donaldfon, deputy poft-ma- 
{ter of Kinrofs, which contained the bags from A- 
berdeen, and other parts in the north of Scotland. 
The indictment was laid upon the common law of 
the country, as well as upon the following ftatutes, 
viz. an act made in the third feffion of the firft par- 
liament of King William and’Queen Mary, holden 
at Edinburgh upon the 3d September 1690, chap. 
3. intituled, “An act againft robbing the packet,” 
which recites ** the great advantage that doth arife 
to the public fervice, and private intereft. of .com- 
merce, from the quick and fafe difpatch ‘of Jerters 
and public orders, by the common poff,' either from 
this kingdom, or to the fame, from England or Ireland, 
orfromonepart of the kingdom to another;and that the 
robbing or feizing of the common polt, mail, or pack- 
et, or any other exprefles, is a notorious kind of rob- 
bery, and moft prejudicial to the government and 
commerce of the kingdom: Therefore their Maje- 
{ties, with advice and confent of the Eftates of Par- 
liament, do declare, That the robbing or feizing the 
mail or packet, or the letters and difpatches going 
or coming by the common poft, or any other ex- 
prefles as aforefaid, is robbery, and fhall be punifhed 
with death and confifcation of moveables :”” And by 
an aét of the Parliament of Great Britain, made in 
the sth year of his prefent Majefty, chap. 25. intit- 
led, ** An att to alter certain rates of poftage, and 


to amend, explain, and enlarge feveral provifions, in * 


an act made in the gth year of the reign of Queen 
Anne, and in-other atts relating to the revenue of 
the poft-office,”” it is, inter alia, enacted, “* That 
from and after the roth day of Odober 1765, if any 
perfon or perfons whatfoever fhall rob any of his 
Majelty’s mails, of any letter or letters, packet or 
packets, bag or mail of letters, althoagh fuch rob- 
bery fhall not appear, or be»proved to be a taking 
from the perfon, or upon the King’s highway, or to 
be a robbery committed in any dwelling-houfe, or a- 
ny coach-houfe, ftable, barn, or any out houfe be- 
longing to a dwelling-houfe ; and although it fhould 
not appear that any perfon or perfons .were put in 
fear by fuch robbery ; yet fuch offender or offenders, 
being thereof conviéted as aforefaid, fhall neverthe- 
lefs refpectively be deemed guilty of felony, and fhall 


fuffer death as a telon.” And by apother act made, 
in the 7th year of his prefent Majelty, chap. $0. in-, 


titled, ** An act for amending certain laws relating 
to the revenue of the poft-office, and for granting 
rates of poltage for the conveyance of letters and 
packets between Great Britain and the Ife of Man, 
and within that ifland,” it is, énter alia, enaded, 
“© That from and after the 1{t day of November 
1767, if any perfon or perfons whatfoever fhall rob 
any mail or mails; in which letters are fent or con- 
veyed by the polt, of any letrer or letters, packet or 
packets, bag or mail of letters; or fhall fteal and 
take from or out of any fuch mail or mails, or from 
or out of any bag or bags of letters fent or conveyed 
by the poft, or from or out of ‘any polt-office, or 
houfe or place for the receipt or delivery of letters 
or packets fent or to be fent by the poft, any letter 
or letters, packet or packets ; although fuch robbery, 
ftealing, or taking, fhall not appear or be proved to 
be a taking from ‘the perfon, or upon the . King’s 
highway, or to be a robbery committed in any dwel+ 
ling-houfe, or any coach-houfe, ftable, barn, or any 
out-houfe belonging to a dyelling-houfe ;. and al- 
thoughfit thoald not appear that any perfon or pers 
fons were put in fear by fuch robbery, ftealing, or 
taking ; yet fuch offender or offenders, being’ there- 
of convicted as aforefaid, fhall, neverthelefs, réfpec- 
tively be deemed guilty of felony, and thall fuffer 
death as a felon, without benefit of clergy.”
